TO DE WFIT CLINTON, ESQ. 


April 16, 1804. 
Sire, 


YOU will pardon me for again prefuming to fo-+ 


licit your attention ; my principal object in addrefling 
you, I cannot deny ts now attained: the people are 
undeceived, and I might fafely abandon you to their 
sontempt and deteftation ; but the attention I have 
devoted to your chara¢ter, has given me an intereft in 
your fate, and I would not willingly deprive you of 
the benefit of my admonitions—repentance and re- 
formation may yet avert the impending punifhment. 
I have been told that you have already difcovered 
fome figns of remorfe, and fome marks of contrition ; 
that the folitude and filence in whieh you are fhroud- 
ed, are not the congenial darknefs of the traitor, but 
the holy retirement of the penitent; that your time 
is not employed in forming new plans to difturb the 
peace and fubvert the liberties of your country, but in 
lamenting crimes which now cannot be recalled, in 
cherifhingthe refolution of amendment, and imploring 
the pardon of your creator. But has riot the par- 
tiality of your friends betrayed them into error? 
There is too much reafon to fufpec&t that they have 
miitaken the fhame of detection, for the abafement of 
repentance, and the dread of punifhment, for the ter- 
rors of confcious guilt. 

To the public I need not apologize : even as a fub- 
je&t of abltra& fpeculation, the originality of your 
character would be certain to attract its curiofity, 
and detain its attentics. ‘The ftady of human nature 
is perpetually difclofing new topics for admiration. 
We regard you, fir, as an unufual phenomenon in 
the moral world, and whilft we gaze, our wonder 
and our indignation are alike inexhauftible. Violent 
and impetuous pafitons are generally attended with 
virtues, which, though they do not juftify their ex- 
ceffes, feldom fail to procure them pardon. Men of 
this unhappy difpofition, we are told by moralifts, are 
frank, brave and generous; they abhor the artifice 
of cunning, and defpife the meannefs of cowardice. 
But your example, fir, fallities the experience of ages ; 
until you appeared, abhorrence and contempt were 
fuppofed incompatible, as it was thought impoffible 
that the vices which create thefe emotions fhould 
ever exift together. But whilft we contemplate 
your actions, all our moral fentiments feem mixed 
and confounded—whilft we deteft the enormities of 
unbridled paffions, we deride the tricks of impotent 
cunning, and contemn the bafenefs of abject fubmif- 
fion. In your mind, vices apparently the moft oppo- 
fite feem to flourifh with equal vigour, and fpread 
and unite their brariches with fatal luxuriance. In 
the natural world, the thorn and the rofe are fre- 
quently companions ; and we turn from the noxious 
fhade of the hemlock, to inhale the delicious odours 
of the“erythrina ; but the minds, of fome men are a 
hotbed of vices, of which the baneful influence is not 
allayed by the fragrance of a fingle virtue. Were it 
then my fole obje&t to fupply the philofopher with a 
new fubje& for contemplation. I fhould be juftified in 
the attempt to deliverthe public a faithful portrait of 
your character. But fuch a character if fally drawn, 
would not ferve only to -ammfe the fpeculation of 
learned leifure. Its mfluence on. aGtion-weuld be 
permanent and beneficial. Our hatred of vice feems 
much greater thair our leve of virtue ; as it is certain, 
Sir, that the fear ef punifhiment is far more powerfal 
than the hope of reward. There are many who re- 
fufe to the virtue of Cicero its proper praife, but who 
dare to avow that they do notabhorthe guilt of Cata- 
linc. To preferve and perpetuate the “ punifhable 





infamy” of fuch men, is the moft important, as when 
properly difcharged, it is the moft inftruCtive office 
of the hiftorian. 

In my laft letter it was my principal intention to 
develope and difplay the real motives which aCtuated 
Mr. Burr. On the minds*sf thofe WRO have atten- 


} tively examined the faéts which were theré adduced, 


who have confidered them in their order and connec- 
tion, and compared them with your conduét in the 
council ef appointment, and with the general fyftem 
of meafures of which you boaft yourfelf the author 
and contriver, there remains no doubt either of the 
depravity of your heart, or of the dangerous and cri- 
minal tendency of your defigns. The mafk of pa- 
triotifm, under the cover of which you have fo long 
efcaped the deteltation of your country, is torn from 
your vifage, and the hideous features of malice and 
ambition fland confeffed in all their deformity. 

But, Sir, I fhall endeavor to forget how manifeft 
and convincing is the evidence of your guilt. I will 
attribute your conduct not to the inherent malignity 
of your heart, but to the accidental error of your 
judgment: expoftulation fhall fuceeed to reproach. 
I will no longer inveigh as an enemy, but remonftrate 
asa friend. Liften then to a deliberate and difpaf- 
fionate ftatement of your conduct and its éffects. 

To enlarge on the errors of the federal party were 
now as unneceflary as it were invidious. ‘The people 
have decided, and their decifion ftill remains in force. 
But there was one miftake of the federalifts which 
they themfelves acknowledge and lament, and which 
deferves to be remembered for the inftruction of pol- 
terity :—They affected to confider all who reje&ted 
their tenetsy or condemned their meafures, as enemies 
to their country; as men totally deftitute of political 
integrity; not animated in their oppofition by a dif- 
interefted regard for the public welfare, but inflamed 
by perfonal refentment, or impelled by {till more cor- 
rupt motiyes of intereft or ambition. By this con- 
duct of federalifts, the compaffion and generofity of 
the people were powerfully interefted in favor of 
their adverfaries. ‘They difclaimed with indignation 
fuch unworthy fentiments, and refufed to be identified 
with the minions of a party. At this period I was 
an attentive obferver of the fentiments and fpirit of 
the people, and I pronounce with confidenee, that 
the intolerance of the foderal party, contributed more 
than any other caufe, to accelerate, its downfall. 

What then was the conduc which was expected 
from their fucceffors ?—The line to be purfued was 
clearly marked out by the withes of the people. It 
was the general and confident expectation, that by 
a large and hberal plan of adminiftration, they 
would compofe the diffentions, and foften the animo- 
fities, which had fo long agitated, afflicted, and dif- 
graced the ftate. That difdaining the unworthy 
thraldom of party interefts, aud fuperior to the fordid 
views of avarice and ambition, they would confider 
the general welfare of the people, ag their, fole and 
invariable rule of condué. To-thofe by whofe ta- 
lents and exertions, the revolution in the fentiments 
of the people had been chiefly effeéted, fome reward 
was undoubtedly due. ‘But when the gratitude of 
the people was fufficiently expreffed, .it was no lon- 
ger to be enquired, on whofe attachment to the par- 
ty may we not rely ? Whofe zeal and devotion wiil 
carry him the greateft lengths to fervé us? But 
whofe knowledge and abilities beft qualify him. for 
the office whicli wé até now to beftow ? Who will 
be moft likely to difcharge its duties with greateft 
benefit to his country, and moft-hoaor to himfelf ? 
If thefe principles be adopted, and thié plan be wife- 
ly and Aeadily puviued, the virtuous and. the mode- 
rate of all parties will foon combine in fupport of the 
government ; avd that furious fpirit of party zeal, 





which is as dangefous to public liberty as it ia def 
tructive to public repefe, will be forever banifhed 
from our councils. 

Such were the fentiments, and fuch the expedta- 
tions of the people :—But how has theit-confidence 
been deceived—tiow have their wifhes been difap- 


 ponited. 


Sonie writers who feem more folicitous to raife our 
admiration by the fupport of paradoxes, ‘than ex- 
cite our gratitude by the illuftration of truth, have 
contended that the violence and jealoufy of parties 
are neceflary to maintain the principles of the 
conftitution in their original. purity and vigour. 
If nothing more be meant than that the people 
fhould always obferve with a careful and fufpicious 
eye the condu& of their rulers, the propofition is evi- 
dent, and will net be difputed. But are we there- 
fore to be arrayed in parties, determined to fupport 
and defend at all rifks the meafures of our leaders? 
Mutt we be taught to confider our opponents as mor- 
tal enemies, whom it is lawful and juftifiable to op- 
pofe and perfecute ? Muft the bands of focial life be 
torn afunder, and the fan&tity of our domeftic re- 
treats invaded and violated? None are fo extrava- 
gant and fenfelefs as to avow fuch principles as thofe - 
but I will appeal to every candid and reflecting man, 
whether fuch have not been the confequences of our 
unhappy divifions. Are we not told that it is our 
duty to furrender our private opinions to the judg- 
ment of our party, and that we are bound to fupport 
all their meafures, however repugnant to our ewr 
notions of jaftice and expediency ? Has not a late 
meafure, thourh a manifeft violation of the fpirit of 
the conftitution, and evidently injurious to the inte- 
refts of the community, been recommended and en- 
forced, becaufe (to ufe the decent exprefiion of the 
orator) it would ferve to crufh the federal party ? 
Are not the harmony and confidence of focial inter- 
courfe deftroyed by mutual hatred and fufpicion, and 
isnot the happinefs of focial life corrupted and poi- 
foned by the moft atrocious and indifcriminate calum- 
nies? 

Europe ftill bewails the miferies, and deplores the 
crimes, which have been caufed by the gloomy into- 
lerance of fuperftition, or the blind fury of fanati- 
cifm. But in defence of our religious opinions, fom¢ 
degree of warmth and even of violence may be ex- 
cufed to the frailty of our nature.—On thefe de- 
pends our hopes of eternal fafety, and we perceive 
that their influence on life is perpetual and increafing. 
But the opinions for which we contend with fuch 
virulent and embittered animofity may be regarded 
as purely fpeculative ; they have no conne¢tion with 
the do¢trines of morality, and no influence on the 
practice of virtue. 

Let me not be mifunderftood.—I mean not to af- 
fert that the political fentiments of our rulers are of 
no importance to the happinefs of the people, or that 
the honors and emoluments of government fhould be 
diftributed amongft thofe who have fhewn themfelves 
inimical to the principles of our conttitution. T fhall 
not bé fufpected of fuch an abfurdity ; but I certain- 
ly do not believe that a man’s falfe opinions on thefe 
fubjeéts mutt neceffarily vittate and corrupt the whole 
ftructure of his mind, or that every citizen, whatever 
be hia fentiments, is not equally entitled to the pro- 
teGtion of the laws.—That his rights of property and 
perfonal fecurity, are not equally fecured. 1 donot 
deny the right of the majority to govern ; it is the 
fundamental principle of our conftitution ; but are 
we therefore to infult over the defeat, and trample 
on the rights of the minority ? 

To confider a man’s political principles on the 
folée teft of his worth, both mora? aad intelleftual— 
to contend that areal or pretended zettachment to 
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the doctrines of liberty, and the priaeiples: of our 
conftitution, will fanctify the excefles of vice, and 
fupply the abfence of virtue, is to coufound the eter- 
nal diftinGion of right and wrong; and to aim a mor- 
tal blow at the very vitals of morality. 

Fortunate it had been forthe itate (and permit 
me to to acd, Sir, for yourfelf alfo) had your miad 
been properly imprefled with a conviction of thefe 
important truths. We fhould not now deplore the 
diffentions which feem to augur the diffolution of 
the republican party.—We fhould not now be compel- 
led to confefs in the bitternefs of fhame and regret, 
that our prefent condition is far more calamitous and 
difsraceful, than any to wnich we could have been 
reduced by the violence and impolicy of feceralifm ; 
and vou, Sir, would have been faved from feelings 
(for Iam willing to fuppofe that you can yet feel) 
which muft forever deftroy yotr peace of mind, and 
corrupt the happinefs of all your future life. The 
virtues and patriotifm of the uncle gained ealy 
credence to the merits of the nephew; and you have 
now found, from melancholy experience, that the de- 
generacy of the nephew «may tarnifh the glory, and 
fully the reputation, which the gratitude of his coun- 
try, and the lap/e of time, feem equally to have confe- 
crated. 

Without diffenting from that tone of moderation 
which I have hitherto endeavored to fupport, I muft 
own myfeli unable to difcover by what principles you 
have regulated, or by what arguments you will de- 
fend your conduét. You feem alike to have difre- 
garded the wifhes of the people, aud the diGates ot 
prudence and humanity. Far from fecking to con- 
ciliate our adverfarics, it has been your fole endeavor 
to cxafperate and enflame them. You have counte- 
nanced a fyitem of perfecution which has brought us 
to the brink of a civil war, and have filled the mok 
important offices of the flate, with men, whom all 
perceive to be as deficient in talents, as you yourfelf 
conrefs them to be deflitute of integrity. 

The charges which I preferred againft you in my 
firft letter, you will now permit me to repeat, and 
thefe i dare your hireclmg to deny, and defy him to 
difprove.—-L afferted, “that a univerfal and unre- 
lenting fyftem of perfecution, has inflamed political 
animofities to a moit alarming and dangerous height, 
and has perhaps prepared the way for the horrors of 
acivil war. That in the diftribution of offices, ve- 
nerally {peaking, no regard has been had to the quali- 
fications and juft claims of the candidates. Men 
whofe fervices deferve the gratituce, or whofe talents 
might illuftrate the glory of their country, have been 
pafied by in contemptuous neglect, while the prefer- 
ence has been given to others, whofe phancy of dif- 
pofition, and total exemption from principle, promif- 
ed the melt perfect obedience to the will, the mof 
flavith fubfervience to the deligns of their em- 

loyers.”’ 

That thefe charges are true in all their extent, 
there are few fo blind as not to perceive, and few fo 
profligate as not to acknowledce. To drop the re- 
ferve which I can no longer maintain, it is equally 
evident, that the motives of this condudt, could have 
been no other than thofe which I have already in- 
dinuated, and wiil.now openly affign. In particular 
inftances you have been governed by paffion, and 
have fought only to wreak your vengeance : but ge- 
nerally {peaking, you have deliberately purfued the 
plan, which, as you conceived, was beit calculated to 
eftablifh your own power, and prepare the way fora 
more extenfive and abfel::te tyranny. ' 

~Did not your crimes merit punifhment and create 
abhorrence, the fituation to which they have reduc- 
ed you, would undoubtedly excite and claim our com- 
paffion : but though we may pity thofe whom we 
defpife we cannot at once compaffionate and deteft. 

Perfevere, Sir, and ina fhort time, even repen- 
tance will not avail you: If fincere, it will, indeed, 
obtain the pardon of your creator; but of this fin- 
cerity no human tribunal is an adequate judge, and 
it is only by.the impartial and vigorous adminiftra- 
tion of juftice, that fociety can be lozg preferved 
from diforder and diffolution. Were crimes like 


your’s permitted to pafs unpunifhed, future aggreflors | 


might claim or expec a fimilar impunity, and em- 
haldened by the example, might fucceed in the per-

| petration of crimes, which, though juftice might la- 


ment, fhe would in vain endeavor to punifh. 

By thofe who affect the praife of moderation, I 
know I fhall be cenfured for my afperity: but you, 
Sir, feel that my accufations are juft, and that my re- 
proaches are merited; and for my own part, I am 
well convinced, that the alarming fituation of our 
affairs, will juftify a feverity, which, in other circum- 
ftances, I fhould be the firft to condemn. 

Wery it poflible for me to adopt that fafhionable 
philefophy, which under abfurd pretences. of univer- 
fal philanthropy, infulates, as it were, the citizen 
from the [ociety by which he is protected, and dif- 
folves all the ties by which he is attached to his 
country and. his government, it were eafy to efcape 
the poignant fenfe of our prefent miferable and de- 
graded condition: but I mtuft confefs (however the 
confeffion may iiame tie) that my principles are 
widely different.—I have been taught to believe that 
the dignity and happinefs of the individual, are effen- 
tially involved in the honor and profperity of his 
country—to confider the relations by which he is 
connected to fociety, as of all others, the moft inti- 
mate in their nature, and of the ftri€teft obligation 
in their principle. Properly to difcharge the vari- 
ous offices which refult from thefe, as it is his para- 
mount duty, fodo I conceive it to be his higheft 
praife.
